The continued interruption of

Apart 
from the matter of revenue, how- 
ever, there is another important 
aspect of this question which 
cannot be overlooked, namely, 
the rentention and _ pdssible 
damage to such British rotliag 
stock as is now on the other side 
ofthe border.
